For though in youth I yyas often onerhardic too put 
my name in Ballaunce of doubtfull iudgementes, yet 
novve I am become ſo baſhfull that I coulde rather 
bee content too leeſe the prayſe of my follyes , than 
too hazarde the miſconceyte of the graue and graye 
headed Judges.

Ferdinando Ieroni- 
mi abaſing bis eyes towardes the ground, toke god aduile- 
ment in his aunſwere, when a fapze gentlewoman of the 
company clapped him on the ſhoulder, ſaying, how now ſir, 
is your hand on pour balfpeny 2 To whome be annſwered, 
no fayze Lady, my hand ison my harte, and yet my hart is 
not in myne owne bands: wherewithall abaſhed,turning 
towards dame Elinor he ſayde; Py ſonereigne and Piltreſle, 
accoꝛding to the charge of your command, and the dutie that 
I owe you, my tongue ſhall bewzaye vnto pou the truthe of 
mine intent. At this pꝛeſent a rewarde ginen me without 
deſert, doth ſo reiopce mee with continuall remembꝛaunce, 
that though my minde be fo occupied to thinke thereon, as 
that dape noz night J can be quiet from that thought, yet 
the ioye and pleaſure whiche J conceine in the lame isfuch, 
that 3 can neyther be cloped with confinuaunce thereof, no; 
pet atraide, that any miſhappe cancounternayle ſo greate a 
treaſare, This is to me ſuche a heauen to dwell in, as that 
I feede by day, and repoſe by night vppon the freche recoꝛde 
of this reward.

declinatid. Foznow the vnbappp Secretary whom J haue 
befozeremebzed, was returned from Florence, on whom 
Fardinando gad no ſoner caſt his etes, but immediatly be 
fell into a great paſſion of minde, which might be cõpared 
bnto a feauer. This fcuit grew of the god inſtructions Þ 
dis Hope had planted in his mind, whereby J might take 
inſt occaſion to fo2warn euer louer, how they (offer this 
venemous ſerpent ielouſie to crepe into their conceipts: 
fozſurely,of al other diſcaſes in lone, J ſuppoſe that to be 
vncurable, and would bold longer diſcourſe therin, were 
it not Þ both this tale t the verſes of Ferdinando him ſcife 
hereafter to be retited, ſhalbe ſufficift to ſpeake foz me in 
this behalf. The loner (as J ſay vpon the ſodain)was dꝛo⸗ 

ven into ſuch a malladie, as no meate might nouriſhe his 

body, no delightes pleaſe bis i; inde, noremembzance of 

ioyes fozepaſſedcontent him, noz any hope of the lyke to 
tome might recomfozt him: hereat (ſome vnto wbome J 
haue imparted this tale) daue tant occaſion to diſcomend 
his fai heart, pet ſurelp the cauſe inwardly edeply 
conſidered. J cannot ſolightly tondt mpne him: foꝛ an old 
ſaying is, that euere man can giue councell better than 
followe it:andneedes muſt the conflicts of bis thoughts be 
ſtraunge: betwerne theremembzaunce of bis foꝛepaſſed 
pleaſare;and thepzeſent ſight of this monſter, wham bee, 
foze(fo2 lacke of like inſtruction } he had nat ſothzoughlye' 
marked and beheld, Mell, ſuch was the griefe vnto him, 
that he became ſickly and kept his chamber. The Ladies 
haningreceined the newes thereof, gan al at once lament 
his miſfo2ttme, t of — agred to viſit bim: 
88 marched thither equipage, warant you, and 
Fofid Ferdinando lying vpon bis bed ſanguiſhing, whb they 
all fatuted generally. and ſought to recomfozt:but eſpeci- 
allye his Miſtreſle, bauing in hir hand a bꝛaunce of wyl⸗ 
low, where with her defended dir from the whot a n

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thus ſay vnto him: Seruaunt (quod ſhe) foz that I ſup- 
poſe your mallady to pꝛocede of none other cauſe buton- 
ly llouthkulneſſe, Jbane bzought this pzeatyrod to beate 
vou a little : nothing doubting, but when pou fele the 
ſmart ofa twig oz twayne, you will like a tracable pong 
ſcholler,plack vp your quickned ſpirits,x caſt this dzowſi- 
neſſe apart. Ferdinando with a great ſigh anſwered:Alas 
god Piſtres(quod heit any like chaſtiſement might quic⸗ 
ke me, how much moze might the pzeſence of all you loue⸗ 
ly Dames recomfozt my dulled mind: whome to beholo, 
were ſufficient to reuiue an epe now dazled with the d2ead 
of death: 4 that not onely fo2 the beauenly aſpects whiche 
vou repzeſent, but alſo much the moze foz your exte ding 
curteſte, in that you haue deigned to-viſit mee ſo bnwoz- 
thie aſeruaunt. But good PiſtreCe (quod be) as it were 
ſhame foz me to confeſſe that euer my bart coulde pte lde 
foz feare, ſo J aſſure you that mp minde cannot be con- 
tent to induce inſtrmitie by laggiſhe conceyt ; But in 
trueth Piſtreſſz Jam ſicke (quod he.) and therewithall 
the trembling of dis hart had ſent vp ſuche thꝛobbing into 
bis th2ote,as that his voyce(now de pꝛined of bzeath)com/ 
maunded the tong to be ſtill, When Dame Ely nor fog 
compaſſion diſtilled into teares, and dzew towardes the 
window,leaning the other Gentlewomen about his bed, 
who being no lelle ſozye fo2 his griefe, vet fo2 that they 
were none of them ſo touched in their ſecrete thougbtes, 
fbey had bolder ſpzits and freer ſpeach torecomfozt him, 
amongeſt the reſt the Lady Fraunces, (who in derde loued 
bim depely, and could beſt coniecture the cauſe of bis con⸗ 
ceipts)ſapd vnto him: Good Truſt (quad ſher)it᷑ any helps 
ol Philick may cure pour maladie, J would not haue you 
hurt pour ſelfe with theſe doubts whiche you ſ@me to re⸗ 
tayne: I choice of Diet may belpe, bebolde vs here (pour 
tookes) ready to miniſter all things niede full: if company 


may dziue away your n. 
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vou folitary,if griefe of mind be cauſe of your infirmitie, 
we all here will offer our deuoyze to turne it into iope: 
if miſhap bane giuen you cauſe to feare oz dzeade any 
thing, remember Zope, which neuer fapleth to recom- 
fozt an afflicted minde. And god Tra (quod ſhe) ( diſtrei⸗ 
ning bis hand right hartelp) let this ſimple p2ofe of our 
poꝛe good willes bee ſo excepted of you , as that it maye 
— therby the effec of our deſires, Ferdmando(as on in 
a traunte) had marked very litle of hir curteouſe talke,x 
ret gaue hir thankes , and ſo held his peace whereat the 
Ladyes(being all amazed) there became a ſilence in the 
chamber on all ſides, a Elynor fearing thereby that 
the might the moꝛe eaſely be eſpyed , and hauing nowe 
dzyedbp bir teares, retourned to bir ſeruaunt, recom- 
fozting him by all poſible meanes of common curteſte, 
pꝛomiſing that ſince in bir ficknes be had not only ſtaun⸗ 
chedbir bleding,but alſo by bis gentle company and ſun⸗ 
day devices of honeſt paſtime, had dꝛiuen a waye the pen- 
luenes of bir mind, ſhe thought hirſelfe bound with like 
willingnes to do hir beſt in any thing that might reſtoze 
his health. taking him by the hand ſaid further. Oed ſer⸗ 
uaunte, if thou beare in ded any true affection to thy pw2e 
Miſtres.ſtart vpon thy fet again, and let bir enioye thine 
accuſtomed ſernice to bir cofozt,fo2 ſure (quod ſhe) J will 
neuer leaue to viſite this chamber once ina daye, vntill 1 
may haue thee downe with mer, Ferdinando hearyng the 
darty woꝛdes of his Piſtris , and pertetuyng the earneſt 
maner of hir pꝛonunciation, began to receyne vnſpeake⸗ 
able comfe2tin the ſame, and ſapd: Miſtris, pour excte⸗ 
dyng tour teſte were able to reuiue a man half dead. and to a 
me it is bothe great comfozt,and it doe th alſo glad my res 
meb2ance, with a contiuual ſmart of myne owne vnwoꝛ⸗ 
thinefe : but as J woulde deſire no longer life, than fil 4 
might be able to deſerue ſome part of your boũtp, ſo J wil

Thus ſayd, the Ladies taried not 
long befoze they were talled to Euenſong, when dis Pi⸗ 
ſtres faking his hand, kiſſed it ſaping: Fare wel good ſer⸗ 
nannt, and J pꝛaye thee ſaffer not the mallice ot thy ſicke⸗ 
neſſe to ouertome the genfleneſſe of thy good hart. Fardi- 
nando rauilhed with top,ſuffered them all to departe, and 
was not able to pꝛonounce one woꝛd. After their depar⸗ 
ture, de gan caſt in his mind the erceding curteſie vſed to⸗ 
wardes bim by them all, but aboue all other the bountp of 
bis Pyltreſſe : and ther withall tooke aſound firme opi⸗ 
nion, that it was not poſſible foz hir to coliterfeife ſo dæpe⸗ 

ly (as in derde J beleeue that ſhee then did not) wherbyhe 
ſodenly felt his bert greatly eaſed, and began in himſelfe 
thus to reaſon, Mas euer man of ſo wzetcheda heart: I 
am the moſt bounden to lone (quod be)of all them that e⸗ 
uer poſſeſſed his ſeruice, J entoy one the fayzeſt that e⸗ 
uer was found, and 4 finde hir the kindeſt that cuer was 
hearde of : pet in mine owne wicked beart, J coulde vila- 
noully concepne that of hir, which being compared with 
the reſt of hir dertues, is not poſſible to harbour in ſo no- 
ble a mind. Herby J haue bzoughtmy ſeit without cauſe 
into this feebleneſſe : and god reaſon that foz ſo an 
offence,J ſhould be puniſhed with great infirmitie- 
ſhall Jthen doe: yelde tothe lame: no, bataccozding fo 
my late pꝛoteſtation, J will recomfo2t' this languiſhing 
minde of mine, to the ende J map liue but onely to do pe- 
naunce fozthis fo notable a cryme ſo raſhly committed: 
and thus ſaping,bhc fart from his bed, and gan to walke 
towardes tbe window: but the venimons ſerpent -which 
(as befoze A rebearſed) had ſtong him, coulde not be con- 
tent that theſe medicines applyed by the mouth of his 
gentle Piſtreſſe,ſhonly ſo ſone reſtozte him to i 
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And although in dede they were ſuch Ny:brydare to bim 
as that they had nowe expelled the rancour ofthe poyſon 
pet that ougly belliſhe monſter bad left behind dir in 
the molt ſecret of his boſome, (euen betwene the minde 
and the man) one ol hir familiers named ſaſßect, whichs 
gan wok in the weake ſpirites of Ferdinando cfedcs of 
no leſe perill than befoze be had receiued, his head ſwel- 
ling with theſe troublſome toes, and his hart ſwimming 
in the tempeſts of foſſing fantaſie:be felt bis legges ſo fe⸗ 
ble, that be was coſtrayned to lie down on his bed again, 
and repeating in bis own remembzaunce euery woozde 

that bis miſtres bad ſpoken vnto him . be gan to dead, 
that ſhe had bzonght the willow b2aunche to beate bym 

with, in token that be was of bir fozſaken:; fo2 ſo louers 
do moſt commonly expound the willow garlande, and 
this to thinke, did cut his hart in twayne . Awonderfull 
chaunge; and here a little to ſtaye you, J will diſcribe as 
Jfinde it in Bartello the beginning, the fall, the re- 
tourne, and the being ot this helliſh byꝛde, who in deeds 
maye well ber counted a very lym be ot the Diuill. Pa⸗ 
ny yeares ſince, one of the moſte dꝛead full daſterdes in 
the wozld, and one of them that firſt deuiſſed to weare 
his beard at length, leſt the Barboz might doe him a god 
turne ſoner then he looked foz it, and yet not ſo ſoone as 
be deſerued, had builded foz his ſecurity a pile on the by- 
gbeſt and moſt inacceſſible mount ot all his Territozes: 
the which being fo2tyfied with ſtrong walles , and enuys 
roned with deepe ditches,had no place of entire, but one 
onely dooze ſo ſtraygbt and narrow, as might by any poſ- 
ſibility receiue the body of one liuing man from which be 
aſended vp a ladder, and ſo cræ ping thꝛougha merue lous 
trait hole, attapned to his lodging, p which was ſo dark x 
obſcure, as ſcgreely either ſunne 02 avꝛe could enter into 
it; thus bee deuiſed to lodge in ſafetie , and fo2 the moze 
ſuertye gane truſte none other letting downe this aver 
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bat only bis wife:and at the fate therof kept alwaie s by 
da pe light, a fierce maſtife cloſe enkeneled which neuer 
ſawe no2 hearde the face oz voice of any other creature 
but onelye of them two: him by night he truſted with the 
ſcout of this pꝛety pallage, hating neucrtbeleſſe between 
him + this dogge, a double doze wich treble lockes, 
d2ible barres, and bcfoze all a pozt coules of Jron:neit 
pet could be bee ſo hardye as to ſlæpe, vutyll be hadcauſed 
a garde of ſeruauntes ( whome he kept abzoade foz that 
purpoſe)to ſearch all the cozners adiopning to all his foz- 
tree , and that betweene fearefull ſwe ⁊te and chyuering 
cold, with one eye opened e the other cloſed, he ſtole ſome- 
times a bzoken ſleepe, deuided with many terrible dzca- 
mes. Jn this ſozt the wzetch lyued all to long, vntyll at 
laſt his Wife being not able any longer to ſuppozte this 
belliſhe life, grewe ſo hardye, as with bis ou ne knife to 
diſpatche his carkas out of this earthlye pargatozye: the 
which being done, his ſouleand god reaſon) was quickly 
conneyed by Caroxe vnto hell:there R adamanthur Judge 
of that benche,commaunded him quick l ve to be thzuſt ins 
to a bopling pole: and being therein plonged very often, 
be neuer ſhzyked oz cryed, A ſkalde, as bis other tompa⸗ 
nions there cryed , but ſemed ſo lightipe fo'effeme it, 
that the Judge thought m&te to condempne him vnto the 
molt terrible place , where are ſuch toꝛmentes, as ney- 
ther penne tan w2yte , tongue expꝛeſle, oz thought con- 
teyue: but the myſer (euen there) ſeemed fo ſmyle and 
to make ſmall accompt of his puniſhment, Radamant hui 
bereof enfozmed,ſeht foz him, and demaunded the cauſe 
why he made ſo light of his duraunce? be aunſwered that 
whyles be lyned on earth, be was ſo continually afflicted 
and opp2eled with ſuſpicion, as that now (only to thinke 
that he was out of thoſe meditations) was ſufficient ar⸗ 
mour to defend him from all other toꝛmentes. A adamau- 
thu; aſtoniedhereat, gan call togeather the „ 
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that kingdome, and pꝛopounded this queſtion, bowe g by 
what punniſhment they might deuiſe to touche him ac⸗ 
cozding to his deſerts? 4 here vpon fell great diſputation: 
at laſt being tõũdered, that he had already him plonged in 
the moſt vnſpeakable toʒments, f therat litle oz nothing 
bad changed coũtenante, there withal Þ no ſoule was ſent 
vnto the to be relieued of his ſmart, but rather to be puni⸗ 
ſhed foz his foʒmer delights:it was cõcluded by þ general 
coliſel,y be ſhould be eftſones ſent into þ woꝛld 4 reſtoꝛed 
to the lame body wherein he firſt had his reſtance , ſo to 
remain foz perpetuity,andneuer to depart noz to periſh. 
Thus this body and ſoule being once againe vnited , and 
nowe eftſones with the ſame peſtilence infeaed , be be- 
came of a ſuſpicious man. Su picion it ſelfe : and now the 
wzetch remembzing the treaſon of his wife, who had ſo 
willingly diſpatched bim once befoze,gan vtterly abhozre 
bir,and fledhir company, ſearching in all countries ſome 
place of better aſſurance, and when he had in vaine trode 
oner p molt part of the earth, be embarked himſelf to find 
ſome bnknowen Jlande,wherein he might frame ſome 
newe babitation:and finding none ſo commodious as bee 
deſired, he foztuned(ſayling aloane by the hoare)to eſpy 
arock,mo2e than ſixe hundzeth Cubits digh, which hong 
ſo ſuſpicioully ouer the ſeas, as though it would thzeate1i. 
to fall at euer pe litle blaſt: this dyd Sa fpition I magins 
to be a fit foundation whereon he might build his ſecom 
Bower:he& fo2ſaoke his boate , and trauailed by lande to 
eſpie what entrye oz acceſſe might bee made vnto h ſame, 
and founde from lande no maner of catrie 02 acceſſe, vn⸗ 
leſſe it were that ſome curteouſe Byꝛd ol the ayze would 
be AmbaCadour,oz conuey ſome Cngins, as whilom the 
Eagle didcarrie Ga»ymedes into heauen, Ye then retur⸗ 
ned to Deas,and 2 nere to this rocke, founde a 
ſmall ſtreame of freſh water iſſuing out of the ſame into 


the Deas; the whiche , * it were ſo lytle and ſo 


ſtraight 
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ſtraight, as might vnethes receyue a boat of bygneſfe to 

carry one living creature at once, yet in bis conceypt hee 
thought it moze large and ſpatious than that bzoad waye 

called of our fozefathers /iappi« , o2 than that other na⸗ 

med Elamimia,be abandoned his barke, and putting of his 

clothes aduentured(foz be was now aſured not fodzown) 

to wade and ſwim againſt the ſtreame of this vnknown 
b:zoke,the which(a wondꝛeus thing to tell, and ſkarcelye 

to be beleeued ) came downe from the very top and height 

of this rock:and by the waye he found ſir trayghts x dan⸗ 
gerous places, wher the water lee med to ſtape bis courſe, 
paſſing vnder ſir ſtreyght and lowebꝛidges, and harde by 
everpof thoſe places , a pyle rapſed bp in manner ofa 
Bulwoꝛzke, the which were hollow, in ſuch ſozte as lodg- 

inges and other places neceſſary might in them commo⸗ 
dioully be deuiſed, by ſuche one as coulde endure the hel / 
liſhnes of the place . Palling by t beſe her attaynedwyth 

much payne vnto the toppe of the Rocke , the which be 
found hollowed as tbe reſt, and farre moze fife foz hys ſe⸗ 
curity, than otherwiſe apt foz anycommodity. Ther gan 
Suſpition, determine to neſtle hymſelfe, and hauing now 

placed ſixe choſen pozters,to wit, ( Dread, Miſtruſt, ratb, 
Deſßeration, Frenſie and. Fary:)at theſe ſire ſtraung Bul- 
woꝛkes be lodged bimſelfe in that vii.al alone,fozbe trul⸗ 


ted no company,but euer miſtruſting that his wifeſhould 
efiſonnes finde him out therein, bee ſhꝛicketh comtynu- 
allylyke to a ſhzich owle to keepe the watch wakyng, 
neuer content to ſleep by day no2 by night, But to b _ 


that be ſhould not ouer lleepe him ſelfe, gane 
couch with Pozpentines quilles, to the ende that when 
beauy lleep overcame him, and he thereby Would be con- 
ftrayned to charge his pallad with moze beauye burden, 
thoſe plumes might then pꝛicke thzough and ſo awake 
him. His garments were ele vpon yzon,and that yzon 


: upon Iron, and q ron agapne, and the moze he was — 
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med, the leſſe he truſted to be out of dannger , Þe chopped 
and changed continuallynow this, now that, now keyes, 
now lockes, ditches ne we ſkowzed, and walles newlye 
foztified,and thus al waies vncontented liucth this wꝛet⸗ 
ched helhound $«#þ:50x,in this helliſh dungion of babita- 
tion:from whence be neuer remoueth his fte, but onely 
in the dead t ſilent nightes, when he mape be aſſured that 
all creatures (but him ſelfe) are whelmed in ſound leepe, 
And then with ſtealing ſteps be ſtalketh about the earth. 
enfecting,tozmentingz4 vexing all kindes of people with 
ſome part of his afflictions: but eſpeciallye ſuch as eyther 
doe ſit in chayze of greateſt dignity and eſtimation,0z els 
ſuch as haneatchined ſome deere and rare empziſe. Thoſs 
aboue al others be continually gauleth with freſh woũds 
ofdzeao,leaſt they might loſe and foꝛgo the romes wher⸗ 
vnto with ſuch long trauaile and good bappes they had at- 
tained, and by this meanes pertaſe he had crept into the 
boſom of Ferdinando, who(as is befoze declared did earſt 
ſwimme in the deepeſt ſeas ofearthly delightes . owe 
then J muſt thinke it high time to retoꝛne vnto him, who 
(being now thzough feebleneſſe eftCones caſt downe vpon 
his bed) gan caſt in bis inwarde meditations all thinges 
paſſed,and as one thzoughly puffed vp and filled with one 
peeuiſhe concetpte,conlde thinke vppon nothing elle, and 
pet accuſing bis own guiltte conſcience to be infected with 
lelofie,dyd compile this as followeth.

ſayde theſe oz lypke wozdes : Py god Servaunt, if thou 
kneweſt what perplerities J ſuffer in bebolding of thine 
infirmities,it might then ſuffice , eyther vtterlye tovziue 
away the mallady. oa muchmoze to augment thy griefes: 
foz Jknow thou ueſt me:and Jthink alſo that thou baſt 
dad ſuff.cient pꝛote of myne vnfapned god wyll : in re⸗ 
membzance whereof, I fall into "Wh paCions: Firſt, J 
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tompt the happy lotes vfoar firff acquaintance, anu ther ⸗/ 
in Itall to minde the equalitte of our affections, 103 J 
thinke that there were neuer twa louers contopuedwith 
freer concent on both partyes:and(if my over baſty deli⸗ 

uerp of-pcelding woz0s de not wzeſted hereafter to my 
condempnation)J can then aſſure myſelf to eſcape foze- 
uer without deſert o fan repzofe. Herewithall J cannot 
fozget the ſundꝛy aduentures bhapned ſince wee became 
one hart deuided in two bodyes ,all wbich baue ben both 
happily atchtaed , and delectable enioped. What reſteth 
then to conſider but this thy pacſent ſtat ; The firlk co20- 
ſive that J baue felt. and the laſt co2diall that à looke fog» 
the end of my ioyes, and the beginning ol my tozments. 
And here dir ſalt teares gan bath the dying lippes of bir 
ſernaunt: who(bearing theſe wo2zdes , and well conſide⸗ 
ring hir demeanoz)began nowtoaccuſe him (rife of ſuch 
and ſo hapnous treaſon , as that bis gilty hart was con- 
ftrayned to yeelve vnto a iuſt ſcourge fo2 the ſame. Ve 
ſwooned vnder dir arme: the which when ſhe perceined, 
it were harde to tel what feares did moſt affright bir. 

And Jt were hard nowe to rebearſe how he was reuy⸗ 
ued,ſince there were none pꝛeſente but het dying, (who 
could not declare) and ſhe lining, who would not diſcloſe 
ſo much as Jmeane to bewꝛape. Foz mine auchoz dzea- 
meth y Ferdenando returning tolife, the firſt thing which 
be felt, was p bis god miſtres lay pzeſſing bis bzeſt with 
the whole weight of bir bodye, + byting his lips with bir 
friendly teeth. And peraduenture ſhe refrayned(either of 
curtefie towards him, o2 foz womaniſhfeare, to hurt her 
tender bande) to ſtrike bim on the ch@kes in ſuch ſozt,as 
they doe that ſtriue to call againe a dying creature: and 
therefoze thought this the apteſt meane to reduce him vn / 
to remembꝛance. Ferdinando now awaked, could no lc ſſe 
doe, than of bis curteous nature receiue his Piſtreſſe into 
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bow to help his ſwoning,) gan gently rip of bir clothes, 
andloutngly embzactug him. gan demaund of him in thts 
ſozte. Alas good Deruaunt(quod ſh&e)what kinde of mas 
ladie is this that ſo extremly doth tozmenttbezIcronimij 

with fainting ſpeach anſwered : Miſtreſſe as fo2z my mas 
ladie, it hath biene caſelyecured by your bountifullmedis 
cines applied. But J muſt confefſe,that in retetning that 
gueriſon at pour handes, J baue bene conſtrained to fail 
into an Ertaſte , though the gauling remembzaunce of 
mine owone viwozthinelſe? Peuertbeleſle good Miſtres, 


ſince J perteiue ſuch fidelitye — — vs, as 
that ke we woozdes wyll perſwade 
ought to imbꝛace, let theſe fewe wo des ſutfite to — 
vour pardon:and do eftſones powꝛe vppon ni ( vour vn⸗ 
wozthy ſeruaunt) the aboundaunt waues of pour actuſto⸗ 
med cle mencie, ſoʒ J muſt confefſe, that haue lo bigblye 
offended pon, as (but your goodneſſe ſurpaſſe the mallice 
ol my conceiptes) I muſt remayne (and that right wooz- 
thely) to the ſeuere puniſhment of my deſertes: and ſo 
ſhould you but loſe him who hath caſt away bim ſelf, and 
neither can accuſe pou, noꝛ darre to excuſe him ſelfe of the 
trime. Dame Elinor(who had ratherbane founde hir ſer⸗ 
naunt perfectly reuiued, than thus with ſtraunge cons 
teyptes enctombꝛed: aud muſing much at bis darke ſpech, 
became impoꝛtunat to know þ ſertaynty of his thoughts. 
And Ferdenando as on not maiſter of him ſelfe, gan at the 
laſt playnly co nteſſe how he had miſtruſted the chaung of 
n (that moꝛe was) he pla yne⸗ 
ly expꝛeſſed with whom, of whom , by whom, and too 
whom the bent bir better liking: 
Nowe, here J would 5 of ſuch as are ex⸗ 
perte: Js there any greater impedymente to the 
fruition dt a Louers delights, than to be miſtruſt ed? oz 
rather, is it not the ready way to race all lone and foz- 
mer good will out of remembꝛance, to tell a guilty mind 


that 
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that you do miſtruſt it: Jt ſhould ſeme ves, by Dame E. 
lynor, who began now to take the matter whotlye: and of 
ſach vebemencie were hir fancies,thatſhe nowe fell into 
flat deffance with Ferdinando, who although be ſought by 
many faire wozdes fo temper bir chollozike paſſions,and 
by yeldinghim ſelfe to get the conqueſt of an other, pet 
could he by no meanes determine the querrell . The ſoft 
pillowes being pꝛeſent at al theſe whot ſpeches, put fozth 
them ſelues as mediato2s foz a truce betwene theſe ene- 
mies,anddeſired that (if they wouldnedes fight)it might 
be in their pꝛeſente but one only blowe, & ſo from thence 
fo2th to become friendes againe foz euer. But the Dame 
denied flatl ye, alledging that ſhe found no cauſe at all to 
vle ſuch curteſie vato ſuch a recreant: adding further ma- 
ny wo2ds of great repꝛoche: the which dyd ſo enrage Fer⸗ 
dinando,as that hauing foꝛgotten all fozmex cyrteſtes,hs 
aſayleth his enemies by fozce . At laſt ſhe roſe ſodain⸗ 
lye and determined to ſaue hir ſcife by flight,leauing him 
in bedde, with many deſpitefull wozdes , and ſwearing 
that be ſhoulde neuer (cftſones) take ber at the lyke ads 
uauntage : the whiche cathe ſhe kepte better than bir 
fourmer pꝛokeſſed good wyll : and hauing nowe reco- 
uered her Chamber ( becauſe ſhee founde ber hurt to bs 
nothing daungerous) J doubte not, but ſhe ſlept qui- 
etlye the reſt of the night , As Ferdmando alſa (perſwa⸗ 
ding binſelfe that he ſhonlde with conuenient leaſure re- 
couer her from this baggard conceipt) tooke ſome better 
reſt towardes the mozi1ing , thay hee had done in many 
nightes fozepaſt. Mo let them both leepe whiles J turnt 
my penne vnto the befoze named Secretarie, who being 
(as I ſape )come latelye from Florence, had made many 
pꝛoffers to tene we his accuſtomed conſultations: but the 
ſoꝛrowe Whiche his PiZrefſe had concepued in Ietonimy 
his ſickncſſe, togeather with hir continualſ repayze to him 
during tee ſame, dad bene ſuch lettes W 
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as it was long time befoze he could obtayne audience. 
—— — fell ſo — — 
el he came to Miſtt 

— there pleaved'foz himſetfe . Howe, if 1 
ſhouldat large wzite his tions, to gitber with bir 
ſubtile aunſweres , J ſhoulde but comber pour cares 
with vnpleaſaunt rebearſall of feminine frayltye. | 
To be ſhot, the late diſdapneful mode which ſhe had cõ⸗ 
teiued againſt Ferdinãdo togither with a ſcrupule which 
lay in bir conſciente, touching the xj, article of bir bele fe. 
moued hir pꝛeſentiy with better will to conſult with this 
Secretary, aſwel vpon the ſpedy reuenge ol hir late retei⸗ 
ned wꝛongs as alſo vpon the refozmation of hir religion. 
And in verye derde, it fel out that the Secretary ( bauing 
bene of long time abſent, there his quiles and pens not 
wozne ſo niere as they were wont to be,) did now pꝛicke 
faire large notes, that bis miſtres liked better to ling la⸗ 
burden vnder him, than to deſcant any longer vpon Fer- 
dinandoes playne ſong, and thus they tontinued in god 
accozd , vntill it foztunedthat Dame Fraunces tame in⸗ 
to her chamber vpon ſuch ſodaine as ſhe had like to haue 
marred all the muſicke, well they conneyed their elifes 
as cloſely as they could, but yet not altogither without 
ſome ginen to the ſayd dame Fraunces; who al⸗ 
though ſhe could haue bene tõtent to take any paine in le- 
ronimies behal fe, pet other wiſe ſhe could neuer haue be⸗ 
ſtowed the watching about ſo wo2theleſſe a pꝛyſe. After 
womanly (alutations they fell into ſund2ye diſcourſes, 
the Secretary ſtil abiding in the chamber with them. At 
— 7 other gentle women of the Callle tame 


x Elinorcs chamber, who after their Bon ious 
4 voce)(eme fo lamient th: ikenes of Ferdinans 
do and called vppon the Dames Elynor and Traufen 
do gde villte him aguine. 

e e eee er s ſented bir hewem 
Nynot firſt alledged that ſhe her ſelfe was alſo — 
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which the attributed to bir late payneg taken about him 
and ſayd, that onely (02 that cauſe ſhe was confkrapnedto 
kepe hir bed longer than bir accuſtomgpd-howex, The 
Dames (bat ſpecially the Lady Fraumers) gan freight 
wavcs coniecture ſome great cauſe of ſodaine chaũge, and 
ſo leauing dame blinor, walked altogether into the parke 
to take the apꝛe in the mozning: And as they thus walked 
it thaũced that Dame Pergo heard a Cuckoe chaunt, who 
(becauſe the pꝛide of the ſpꝛing was now paſt )cried Cuck 
cuck Cuckoe ia bir ſtameruig voyce-A ha ( quod Pergo) 
this foule byzd begines to flye the countrye , and pet be⸗ 
fozehir departure, ſ& how ſpitfully ſhe candeuyſe to ſa⸗ 
lute vs. Not ſo (quod Dame Fraunces) but ſome other 
whom ſbe hath eſpyed, wherewitb Dame Pergo loking 


round about bir, and eſpying none other companie ſapde. 


Why here isno body but we few women, ad ſhe. Thanks 
be to God the houſe is not farre from vs (quod Dame 
Fraunces.) Here at the wylie Pergo partly percepuing 
Dame Fraunces meaning, replped on this ſozt: J vnder- 
ſtand you not (quod ſhe) but to leap out of this matter, 
ſhall wee goe viſit Paiſter Icronimy and ſe how he doth 
this mozning. Why quod dame Fraunces, do you ſuppoſe 
that the Cuckoe called vnto him? Nay mary quod Pergoy 
foz (as fare as J kna we) he is not maried. As who ſhould 
ſay (quod Dame Fraunces,) that the Cuckoe enuieth none 
but maryed folkes.Jtakeit ſo,ſayd Pergo,the Lady Fran- 
ces anſwered. Pes ſure J baue noated as cuill lucke in 


vamaried folkes, as euer J did vato the marped, but J 
can be well content that we go vnto him, foz Jpzomiſed 
on þ behalle of vs al, that we would vſe our beſt deuopze 
to recomfozt him vntill he had recouered helth: and J do 
mach meruayle that Þ Lady Elinor is now become ſo vn⸗ 
willing to take any fravayle in bis bebalfe, eſpecially re⸗ 
membzing that but yeſternight (he was ſoyiligent — 
1,50; 6539 14 1 
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bzing him to bed. But J perceiue that all earthly thinges 
are ſubien vnto change.Cuen ſo they be quod Pergo, foz 
pou maye behold the træs which but enen this other tape 
were clad in gladſome greene , and nowe their leaues be⸗ 
gin to fade and change collour Thus the y paſſed tatke⸗ 
ing and walking vntill they returned vnto the Caffle, 
whereas they went ſtrayght vata Ferdinandoes chamber, 
and found bim in bed, Why how now Zyaſt (quod Dame 
Fraunces,) will it be no better? Pes ſho2tly à hope quod 
de. The Ladyes all ſaſutedhim:and he gaue them the gras 
mercy: at tte laſt Pergo popped this queſtion vnto him: 
And howe haue you ſlept in your Piltres ſhetes Mayſter 
Ieronemy quod the 2 reaſonably well quod be, but J pay 
yoa where is my miſtreſſe this moʒ ning: Pary ſard Per- 
we lelt hir in bed ſcarce well at eas. Jam the moze 
ze quod be, Why Tru (ſapd Piſtrefſe Fraunces be of 
good comfozt,4 aſſure your ſelfe that bere art others who 
would be as glad ot᷑ your wel doing, as pour miſtres in as 
ny reſpea. A ougut not to doubt there of (quod Ferdinido) 
dauing the p2ofe that I daue had ot pour great courteſies, 
but I thoaght it my dut yt to aſke foz my miſtreſſe being 
abſent, Thus they paſſed ſome time with him vntill they 
were called a wape vnto pꝛapers, and that being finiſhed 
they went to dinner, where they met Dame Eh nor at⸗ 
tiredin an night kerthie fe after the ſolencſt (tbe lolemp⸗ 
neſt faſhion J ſhould haue ſaid,) who loked very d2owſelp 
bpon all folkes, vnleſſe it were bir ſecretary, vnto whom 
ſhe deigned ſomtime to lendafcendly glaunce. The Loꝛzd 
of the Calle demaunded ot bur dow maler lerpnemy did 
this mozning . She anſwered that ſhe knew not fo2 ſhe 
had not ſene him that day. Nou may do wel then daughter 
quod the Lozd)to go now vnto him. and to afſay if he will 
tate an thing; and it here be no meates that like him, J 
pape you commaunde (fo2 him) anye thing that is in my 
douſe, Pon malt pardon me ſir (quod ſhe,) J am 5 
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diſpoſed, and would be loth to take the ape, why then go 
you miſtres Fraunces (quod he) and take ſome body with 
you: and charge you ſee that he lacke nothing. Miſtres 
Fraunces was glad ot the ambaſſege, and aryſing from the 
table with one other gentleman , tooke with hir a diſh of 
chikins boiled in white bꝛoth, ſaying to hir father: I think 
this neat mateſt foꝛ mayſtcrleronimy , Df any that is 
here. It is ſo (quod he) daughter, and if he like not that, 
cauſe ſome what els to be dꝛeſſed fo2 him accozding to his 
apetite. Thus ſhe departed and came to Ferdinando, who 
being plonged in ſundzy woes and thzilled with reftleſſe 
thonghtes , was nowe beg:nning to riſe, But ſeing the 
Dames, ceucheddown agapne, and ſapd vnto them. Alas 
fay2e Ladpes vou put your (clues to moze paynes than 
eptber J do deſire, oz can deſerue,God Truſt quod Dame 
Fraunces, our paynes are no greater than duty requireth, 
noꝛ pet ſo great as we could vouchſafee in pour behalfe. 

And pzeſently my father hath ſent vs vnto pou(quod ſhe) 
with tbis pittaunce,and if pour apetite deſire anp on thing 
moe than other, we are to deſire likewiſe that vou 
will not refrapne to call fo2 it. Dh my good Hope (quod 
be) J perceine that J ſhall not dpe as long as pon 
maye make me liue , And being nowe ſome deale re⸗ 
comfoꝛted with the remembzaunce of his miſtres wozds 
which he badde vſed ouer night at hir firſt co 
and alſo thinkinge that although ſhee parted in 
it was but inſtlye pꝛouoked by bim ſelfe, and that! 
leaſure hee ſhoulde finde ſome ſalue io a ſoze alſo) 


bee determined to take the comfozte of his aſſured Hope, 
and ſo to erpell all venomnes of miſtruſt befoze re- 
ceived; Whetfoz raiſing bim ſelfe in his bed, pee caſt a 
night gowne about his ſhoulders ſaping: It ſhall neuer 
be la yd that my fainting bart can reied the comfoztable 
Coꝛdialles of ſo freendly phiſi tions. Howe by me troth 


well ſayed gentle Tra quod Dame Fraunces b ſo 
gs 
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doing,aſſure your ſelte guet yſon with ſpeed. This thus 
ſayed,the curteous Dame become bis keruer. 4 he wyth 
a bold ſpirite gan taſt of bir cokerey, Bat the late conflicts 
of his conceipts had ſo diſaquainted bis ſtomack from re - 
paſtes , that be could not wel a way with meate: and yet 
neuertbeleſſe by lyttle 4 little revepued ſome nouryture. 
When his Hope badcrammedbim as longe as ſhe coulde 
make him feede, they delyuered the reit to the other gen⸗ 

tlewoman whohbauingnot dyned , fell to hir pꝛouender. 
In which meane while the Lady Fraunces had much com - 
foztable ſpeech with ſignor Icronemy and declared ſhe 
perceiued very well the maladie. but my 77-7 (quod ſhe) 
be all whole, and remember what J fozetould pou in the 
beginning: neuertbeleſſe you muſt thinke that there ate 
remedies fo2 all miſchifes , and if you will be ruled by 
myne aduiſe, we will ſone finde the meane to caſe you of 
this miſhap, Ferdmando toe comfozte in bir diſcrecion,e 
freendly kiſſed hir hand, gaue hir a cartlode af thankes 
foz hir greate god will, pꝛomiſing to put to his vttermoſt 
koʒce, and euer moze to he ruled by hyʒ aduite. Thus they 
paſſedthe dinner while , the Lady Fraunces alwayes re⸗ 
fuſing to declare hir conceipt of the late chaung which ſhe 
perteiued in bis Piſtreſſe , fo2 ſhe thought beſt firſt to 
wynne dis well vnto confozmitie, by litile and little, and 
then in the ende to perſwade him with neceſſitye. Whben 
the other gentlewoman bad vytayled bir, they departed, 
requiring bim to riſe and boldl v to reſiſt the fapnteneſle 
ot his feuer. The which be pzomiſcd and ſo bad them a 
Dio. The Ladyes at their retourne found the courte in 
Dame Elynores chamber, who bad there aſſembled bir ſe- 
cretary,Dame Pergo t the reſt:ther they paſſed an hower 
02 twaypne in ſundzy diſcourſes, wherein Dame Pergo 
did al waies caſt out ſome bone fo2 miſti eſſe Fraunces to 
gnaw vppon, fog that in deede ſhe percerued hir hartp af- 
ſection to wardes Ferdinando whercat Pifirefle Fra unces 
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thaumged no conuntenaunce, but reſerued bir renenge bn- 
till a better opoztunitie , Atlaſt (quod Dame Fraunces 
vato iſtreſſe Elmor) and when will you goe vnto pour 
ſeruauat fapze Lady? When be is cke and Jam whole, 
quod Dame Elinor, That is tuen now quod the other,foz 
bo we ſicke he is your (clfe can witneſſe: andhowe well 
vou are we muſt beate recozde.Vou mape as well be de- 
ceiued in my diſpoſition (quod Dame Elioor, as J was 0- 
uerſgne in bis ſodaine alteration; and it he be ſicke, you 
are mete to be his phiſition : fo you ſawe peſterday that 
my paines dyd lyttle pꝛofite towardes his recomfozt.Ves 
ſureipe ſapde the other, not onelye à but all the reſt had 
occaſion to iudge that your curteſie was his chieke com- 
fozt . Mell, quod Dame Elinor, you knowe not what 
JA knowe, Noz you what J thinke quod Dame Fraun, 
ces. Thinke what you lyſt quod Elincr , In dede quod 
Fraunces, I may not thinke that you care, neither wyll 3 
dye foz pour diſpleaſure: 4 ſo balfe angrie ſhe departed At 
ſupper they met againe, and the maiſterof the houſe de⸗ 
manded of his daughter Fraunces howe Fardinando did? 
Sy2(quod ſhe) de dyd eate ſome what at dyncr,and fithens 
I ſawe him not, The moze io blame quod he, and now a 
would haue al you gentlewomen take of the beſt meates 
and goe ſuppe with him, foz company dꝛiueth away care- 
fulneſſe, and leaue pou me here with yourl-auinges a⸗ 
lone Naye ſpz quod iſtreſſe Elinor, J pꝛay pou giue me 
leaue to beate pou company, foz J dare not aduenture 
thither, Tge Loꝛde of the Caſtle was contented g dilpat⸗ 
ched awaye the reſt : who taking with them ſuch viandes 
as they thought meeteft, went vnto Ieronimies chamber, 
fynding him vp, and walking about to recouer ftrength- 
whercat Dame Fraunces reioyſed,and derlared how her 
Father bad ſente that company to attend him at ſupper, 
Ferdinandogaut great thankes , 4 miſſing now nothing 


but his Piltrelſe, thought not god yet to aſke foz bir. but 
| becauſs 
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becauſe be partly geſſed the cauſe of bir abſence, he con- 
tented bimſcife , doping that when his lare was ncwe 
garniſhed, he ſhoulde eaſely recleame byz from thoſe cop 
concepptes . They paſſed ouer their ſupper allinquycte, 
and ſone after Miſtreſſe Fraunces , being veſtrons to re⸗ 
quite Dame Pargoes quibbes, requeſted that they might 
continue the paſtime which Dame Pergo had begonne o⸗ 
uer night: wherdnto they all ronſented, and the lot fell 
vnto Dame Fraunces to pzopounde the ſecond queſtion 
who ad;elſinghir ſpeche vnto Ferdinido ſaid in this wiſe; 
Noble gouerno2, J will reberſe vnto you a ſtrange biſto⸗ 
rie, not fapned,neyther bozowed out of any oulde auctho⸗ 
ritie, but a thing done in deed of late dayes, and not farre 
diſtant from this place where wee nowe 'remayne , It 
thaunced that a gentleman our neyghbour being maryed 
to a very fayze gentle woman. lived with hir by the ſpacs 
of fower oz fine peares in greate contentacion, truſting 
dir no lefſe than he loued hir, and pet louing hir as much 
as any man could lone a woman. On that other ſive the 
gentlewoman had woonne ( vnto bir beautie ) a ſingular 
commendation foz hir chaſt and modeſt behauiour . Vet 
it happened in time that a luſtie young gentleman (who 


very often reſoztedto them) obtapned that at hir handes, 


which neuer any man coulde befoze him attaine: and to 
be plaine, he wonne ſo much in hir affedions, that foꝛget⸗ 
ting both bir owne duty, and hir huſbandes kindnes, ſhee 
ptelded hir body at the commanndement of this louer, in 
which paſtime they paſſed long tyme by theyꝛ pollitycke 
gonernment . At laſt the frendes of this Lady (and e- 
ſpecially thꝛce ſiſters which ſhe had)eſpiedouermuch fas 
milliar ity betwene the two louers , and dzeading leaſt it 
might bzeake out to their comon rep2och toke their ſiſter 
apart, and declared that tte wozld did iudge ſcarce well 
ofthe repayzeof that Gentleman vnto hyz bouſe: and 
that if ſhe did not fozeſce it in time, 1 ſhould not _ 
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ler ſe the good credite which ſhe hir ſelfe had bicherto poſ, 
ſeſſed,but furthermoze ſhould diſtaine they2 whole race 
with common obloguy x repzoche . Theſe and ſund2y o⸗ 
ther Godly admonitions ot theſe ſiſters.coulo not ſink in 
the mind of this gentle woman. foꝛ ſhe dyd not only ſtand 
indeffaunce what an man could thinke ot hir, but alſo 
ſemed to accuſe them, that(becauſe they ſaw bir eſtima⸗; 
tion(beingtbeir yonger)to grow aboue their owne) they 
badtberefoze deniſedthis meane to ſet variance betwene 
bir buſbande and hir. The ſiſters ſeing their holeſome 
counſe ll ſo reiccced, and hir continue ſtyll in hir obſtinate 
opinion, adꝛeſſed they? ſpeache vnto hir huſbande, decla⸗ 
ring that the woꝛlde iudged not the beſt , neyther they 
themſelues did very wel like of the familiaritie betwene 
their aſter and that gentleman, and tberfoze aduiſed him 
to fozecaſt all perils, and intime to fo2bid him his bouſe, 
Mbehbaſband (on the other ſide) bad alſo concetued ſuche 
a god opinton of his geſt, had growen into ſuch a fkrice 
famillaritie with him. p you might with moꝛe eaſe baue 
remoued a ſtone wal,than once to make him think amis, 
epther of bis wyfe, oꝛ of hir louer. Vea, and immediate⸗ 
lie after this cankerente, he woulde not ſticke thus fo ſay 
vnto his wife. Lamia(fo2 ſo in dede was hir name) thou 
haſt th:& ſuch buſie bꝛained ſi ſters, as J thin ke ſhoztlye 
their beads wyll bꝛeake: they woulde haue me to be iel⸗ 
lous of the, no no Lamia. gt. ſo that he was not onely far 
from any ſuch beltefe, but furthermoze dyd euerpe daye 
increaſe his curteſies towards the louer. The ſiſters be⸗ 
ing thus on all ſides reitded, and yet perceyuing moze t 
moe an vnſemelpe behautoar bet werne their ſiſter and 
hir minton, began to melt in their owne greaſe: and ſuch 
was theyꝛ enraged pꝛetence of reuenge , that they ſuboz- 
ned diuers ſeruauntes in the houſe to watch ſo dilligent⸗ 
lyc, as that this treaſon might de diſconexed , Among 
the reſt,one mayde of ſubtile ſpirite had lo long watched 
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them that at laſt the ſpied tbem go into the chamber toge⸗ 
ther, and lockte the doe to them: wherevfon the raritte 
with all hat poſſible to hir Mayſter, and told him that if 
he would come with bir, ſhe would ſhewe bim a very 
ſtraunge ſighte . The gentleman (ſuſpeuing nothing) 
went with bir, vntill be came inte a chamber nerve vn 
that wherein they had ſhut them ſelues. And ſhe pointing 
bir mapſter to the keyhole, bad him loke-thzough; where 
de ſawe the thing which moſte mighte millike him fo be⸗ 
hold. Where at he ſodapnely dꝛewe his Dagger, and tut 
ned towardes the mapde, who fled from him foz ſleare of 
miſchie le. But when be could not overtake bir in the heat 
of his coller, he commaunded that ſhe ſhould fozth wyth 
trulſe vp that little which ſhe had. and to departe his ſer- 
nice. And befoze bir departure, he found meanes totalke 
with bir. thzeatening that if euer ſhe ſpake any wozdesf 
this miſter y in any plate where ſhe ſhould come, it ſhouts 
eolt hir life, The made fo; fearedepartevin ſilence,arid 
the Pailter neuer chanted cofitenanice to either bis wife 
oz to hir paramout , but fayned vnto his wife that he had 
turned a waye the mayde vpon that ſodapne, foz that ſhee 
bad thꝛowen a kitchin knile at him, whlles be went a⸗ 
bout to toꝛ rea a fault in hir c. Thus de god gentleman 
dꝛauke vp dis owne ſwettt vnſeono eüery day, encrea⸗ 
üng curteũie to the luer, and neuer chaunging counte⸗ 
naunce to his wife in any thing but onelp that be refray- 
ned to haue. ſuch knowledge of hir carrially,as he in tims 
paſt had, and other men haus of their wines, In this loꝛt 
herontinued by the ſpace ali moſt of hulfe a e 
thelelle lamenting his miſhap in ſolytary places. At laſt 
(what woged him J know not) be fella gayn to company 
with dis wife as other men dofaud (as J balie heard it 
ſayed)be-vſed'this pollicy. Cuery time that he had know⸗ 
tedge of dir. he wauld leaus eitber in the bed, oꝛ th bir cul⸗ 
ſhencloth /o: by bir lwking glide; o in ſbnie place Nor 
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ſhe mult nerdes finde it, a piece of money which then was 
in Italie called a Caroline, Thus he dealt with her conti⸗ 
nuallye by the ſpace of fow2e o2 flue monethes, vling hir 
neuertheleſſe very kindly in all other reſpects,and pꝛoui⸗ 
ding foz hir all things neceſſary at the firſt call. But vnto 
bis geaſt be ſtill augmented bis corteſic,in ſuch ſozt, that 
you would baue thought them to be \wozne b2others, All 
this notwithſtanding his wife much muſing at theſe ſmal 
peeres which ſhe founde in this ſoꝛt, and furthermoze,ha- 
uing ſund2pe times found hir huſband in ſolifarye places 
making greatlamentation,ſhee grewe inquiſitiue, what 
ſhould be þ ſecrete cauſe of theſe alterations, vnto whom 
be would none otherwiſe anſwere, but p any man ſhould 
finde occatid tobe mozepenſiue at one time than at ano- 
ther. The wife notwithſtanding increaſing hir ſuſpect, 
imparted the ſame vnto bir loner, alledging therewithal 
that he doubted verye much leaſt bir huſband had ſoms 
vehemet ſuſpicion of their affaires. The louer encozaged 
bir, + likewiſe declared, that if ſhe would be impoztunate 
toenquire the cauſe,hir huſband would not be able to kept 
it from hir: and hauing now thꝛougbly inſtruded hir, ſha 
dealt with her buſband in tbisſozt . One day when ſhe 
knew bim to be in His ſtudyalone,ſhe came into bim, and 
bauing faſt locked the doe after bir, e conueped the keye 
into hir pocket ſhe began firſt with earneſt entreaty, and 
then with teares to craue that be woulde no longer keeps 
from hir the cauſe of his ſodaine alteration, The buſband 
diſſimuledthe matter ſtill ; at laſt ſhe was ſo earneſt to 
know foz wbat cauſe be left money in ſuch ſoꝛt at ſundae 
times: That be aunſwercd on this wiſe: W yfe(quodbe) 
thou knowelt howe long wee haue beene married togea- 
ther, and ho we long J made ſo deare accompt ot᷑ the as 
euer man made of his Wife : ſince which dayes , thou 
knoweft alſo howe long J refrained thy company , and 


howe long againe I baue vſed thy company,leauing the 
mounep 
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money in this ſoꝛt, and the cauſe is this. So long as thou 
dyddeſt bebaue thy ſelfe faithfullye towardes me, Jne- 
uer lothed thy company:but ſithens J haue perteiued thee 
to be a harlotte, and therefoze dyd J fo2 a tyme refraine 
and fozbcare to lye with thee , and nowe J can no longer 
fozbeare it, I giue the euerp time that 3 lye with thee, a 
Caroline: whichis to make ther vnder ſtande thine owne 
whoꝛdome: and this rewarde is ſufficient foʒ a whoze. 
The wife beganne ſfoutlye to ſtand at defilaunce, but the 
buſband cut of bir ſpeach, and declared When, where, and 
how be bad ſene it:hereat the woman being abaſhed,and 
finding hir conſcience guilty of aſmuch as be had aledged, 
fell downe on hir kners, 4 with moſt bitter teares craued 
pardon,confeſſing bir offence: whereat hir huſband(mo- 
ned with pitie) melting likewiſe in flods of lamentati- 
on, recomfozted hir, pꝛomiſing that it from that day fo2- 
wardes ſhe would be true vnto him, he would not onel y 
foꝛgiue al that was paſt, but become moze tender and lo⸗ 
uing vnto hir then euer be was. M hat doe J farrye ſo 
long: thep became ofacco2d : and in full accompliſhment 
thereof, the gentle woman dydaltogeather eſchewe the 
tompanp, the ſpeach. and (as much as in hir laye) the ſight 
of hir louer:although bir huſband dyd continue his curte⸗ 
ſie towards him, and often charged his wife to make him 
fayze reſemblaunt. The Louer was nowe onelye left in 
per plexitie, who knewe nothing what might be the cauſe 
of all theſe chatmges,and that moſt græued him, he could 
by no meanes optaine againe the ſpeach of his deſired: be 
watched all oppoztunitits, he ſabozned meſſengers, het 
w2ote letters, but all in vaine.

hun in all pzofeſſions;ſhe confeſſed alſo howe 9

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be had diſcharged the duety of a friend in al reſpectes,and 
ther withall he declared that her late alteration and pen- 
ſiueneſle of minde was not without great cauſe , foz that 
ſhe had of late ſuch a miſhap, as might chaunge the dilpo⸗ 
ſition of any lpuing creature: Yea, and that the caſe was 
tuch, as vnleſle ſhe found pzcſent remedy, hir death muſt 
nedes caſue, and that ſpedcly,foz the pzeuenting wheres 
ol, che alledged that ſhe had beaten hir bzaines with al de- 
uiſes poſſible , and that in the ende ſhe tould thinke of no 
redꝛiſſe but one, the which lay only in him to acomplith, 
WUWryerfo:c ſhe beſought him foz all the lone and god will 
which had cuer paſſed betweene them,nowe to ſhewe the 
kruites of true friendſhip , and to gratifie hir with a free 
graunt to this requeſt, The louer who had alwayes bene 
deſirous to pleaſure hir in any thing, but now eſpecially 
to recouer hir wonted kindnelle, gan franklpe pꝛomiſe ts 
atcompliche any thing that might be to him polſible, pea, 
tbough it were to his great detriment, andtherewithall, 
dyd deepoly blame hir in that cher would ſo long toꝛment 
bir lelfe with any grie ke, conſidering that it lap in him to 
belpe it. The Ladye aunſwered, that ſhe had ſo long kept 
it from his knowledge, bicauſe ſhe doubted whether hes 
would be content to perkoʒme it oʒ not. although it was 
ſuch a thing as he might eaſely graunt without anp man⸗ 
ner ok hurt to himſelf,+ yet no in the ende ſbe was foz- 
ced to aduenture vppon his curteſie, being no longer able 
to beare p burdẽ of hir griefe: the loner ſolicited het moſt 
earneſtly to diſcloſe it: and ſhe (as faſt)ſetm ed to miſtruſt 
that be would not accompliſh it. Jn the ende ſhe twke ont 
a boke (which ſhe had bzought foz the nonte) t bound dim 
by othe to accompliſhe it. The louer miſtruſting nothing 
leſſe tha that enſued;toke the othe willingly;which done, 
ſhe declared al that bad paſſed betwene hir 4 bir huſband: 
bis griefe,hir repentance,bis pardon, hir vowe,and in the 


ende of hir tale eniopned the louer.that fromthencefozth- 
wardcs, 
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wardes, de ſhould neuer attempt to bꝛeake ber conſtant 

deferminatis,the loner replied that this was vnpoſſible. 
But ſhe plainlye aſſured him, that ił he graunted hir that 
requeſt, ſhe would be his friend in al honeſt x godly wiſe: 

if not, ſhe put him out of doubt that ſhe would eſche w his 
company and flee from his ſight as from a ſcoꝛpion. The 
louer conſidering that hir requeſt was but inſt, accuſing 
bisowne guilcye conſcience , remembzingithe great cur⸗ 

teſtes alwayes vſed by bir huſband, and therewithall ſe&- 
ingthecaſe now bꝛought to ſuch an iſſue, as that by no o⸗ 
ther meanes than by this it could be conceiled from the 
knowledge of the wozlde: but moſt of all, being vꝛged by 
his othe , dyd at laſt giue an vnwilling conſent, and pet 
afaithful pzomiſe to pelde vnto hir wyl in al thinges, and 

thus being become of one aſſent , he remaineth the dereſt 
friend's moſt welcome gelf that may be, both to the Las 
dy and hir huſband:and the man and the wife ſo kind (each 

to other) as it there neuer had bene ſuch a bzeche betwen 

them. Now,of you noble Gogernoz J would faine lerne, 

whether the perplerity of the huſband when he loked in 

at the kee hole, oz of the wife when the knewe the cauſe 
why the Carolines were ſo ſcattered, oz of the lover when 
be knew what was his miſtres charge, was greater of þ 
thate A might haue put in alſo y troubled thoughts of the 
liſters # the mayd, when they ſaw their good wil reiected, 
but let theſe th2ce ſuffice.Gentle Hope(quod Ferdinando) 
you haue rehearſed (t that right eloquetly)a notable tale, 
02 rather a notable hiſtozy, becauſe pou ſeme to affirme, 
that is was done in dede of late 4 not far bence .UWhercin 
Jnote five eſpecial pointes:that is a maruailous patient 
inthe huſband, no lcfſe repentaunce in the wife,noſmal 
boldneſle of the mayde, but muche moze raſhneſle in the 
liers,+ laſt of al, a rare tracabilitie in the louer, Neuer 
theleſle lo returne vnto your queſtion . J thinke the buſ- 
bands perplerity greateſt, becauſe his nnn

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bone the reſt, ꝝ his iniuries were vncbparable. The La 
by Fraunces did not ſeme tocontrary him but rather ſmi⸗ 


led in hir l&eue at Dame Pcrgo,who had no leſſe patience 
to here tbe tale recited, then the Lady Fraunces had plea⸗ 
ſure in telling ok it. By this time the leeping boure apꝛo⸗ 
ched, the Ladyes pꝛepared their departure, when as mi⸗ 
ftres Fraũces ſayd vnto þ Venetiane: Although pertaſe 3 
ſhall not do it ſo hadſomly as your miſtres, vet god 7 74/7 
(quod ſhe)if you vouchſafe it, J can becontent to trim vp 
your bed in the beſt maner that J map, as on who would 
be as glad as ſhe to pzocure your quiet reſt, Ferdinando 
gaue hir great thaks deſiring bir not to trouble hirſelf,buf 
to let bis man alone with p charge, Thus they departed,x 
bow al partyes toke reſt that night J knowe not:but in þ 
moꝛning Ferdinando began to conſider with himſelfe that 
be might lye long ynough in his bed befoze his miſtres 
would be apeaſed in hir peuiſhe conceipts: wherfoze he a⸗ 


_ roſe, + being aparelled in his night gowne, toke occation 


to walke in the gallery nere adiopning vnto his miſtres 
chamber + but there might he walke long inongh ere his 
Miſtreſſe would come to walke with bim. MAhen dinner 
time came be went into the great chamber whereas the 
Loꝛd of the Caſtle ſaluted him, being toyful of his recoue- 
rye: Icronimy giuing due thanks, declared that bis friedly 
entertainement fogeather with the great curteſte of the 
gentlewomen was ſuch,as might reuiue a man although 
be were balfe dead. J would bee loath(quod the hoaſt) 
that any Oentleman comming to mee foz god wyll, 
choulde want any curteſte of intertainement that lyeth 
in my power . When the meate was ſerued to the 
table, the Gentlewomen came in all but Dame Elynor 
and Piltreſſe Pergo,the which Ferdinando marked very 
well, and it dyd ſomewhat abate his apetite. After diner, 
bis H epe came vnto him anddemaundedof him howe be 
would paſſe the daye foz his recreation: to whoms bean 
fweredeuen as it belt pleaſed hir. She deuiſed to 1 
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info the parke, and ſo by litle and litie to acquaint himſelf 
with the ayze:be agreed, and they walked togcather being 
accompanied with one oʒ two other gentle women. And 
although there were nowe moze cauſe that hee ſhouloe 
miſtruſt his Piſtreſſe than euer be had befoze recepued, 
pet the vehement paſſions which he ſawe in her when ſhe 
firſt came to viſite him, and mozeouer the earneſt wozds 
which ſhe pꝛonounced in his extremitie , were ſuch a re⸗ 
freſhing to his minde, as that he determined no moꝛe to 
trouble him ſel e with like conceiptes : concluding furs 
ther, that it dis miſtreſe were not faultie, then hav he cõ⸗ 
mitted a faule offence in needeles ielouſte, and that if ſhe 
were faultie (eſpectallye with the Secrerarve) then no pers 
ſwation could amend hir,noz any paſſion belpe him: and 
this was the cauſe that enabled him after ſuthe paſſing 
panges to abide the doubtfull conclufion: And thus man⸗ 
fully and valiantly to repꝛeſſe faintneſſe of bis mind: no- 
thing doubting but that be ſhould haue won bis miſtreſſe 
to pardon bis pꝛeſumption, ⁊ louingly to imbꝛace bis ſer⸗ 
nice in wonted maner:but he was farre deceiued,fo; ſhe 
was nowe ima nother tewne, the which iſtreſſe Fraun;

J 
hane determined (quod he) but I muſt c raue the belpe of 
pour aſſured friendſhip.Therot᷑ you map make accompt 
(quod ſhe) but wherein?

whoſe endyting iudge pou.

3 Iwill next aduiſe you that you hold the iuſt me aſurt 
wer with vou begin your verſe, J will not di nie but this 
may ſæme a pꝛepoſterous oꝛtze: but bycauſe J couci ra- 
ther to ſatiſfie you particularly, than to vndertake a genes 
rall tradition, à wil not ſomuch ſtand vpon the manner as 
the matter of my pzecepts.

the ſame we haue tha maner of accents, 274i nu, cir- 

cunflexs, the whiche J would engliſh thus, the long accent, 

the ozt accent, that whiche is indifferent; the graue ac⸗ 

cent is marked by this caracte, / the light accent is noted 
thus,\ tbe circliflere 02 indifferent is thus ſignified :

Alſo our father Chaucer hath vſed the ſame libeffie in 


kerte and meaſures that the Latiniſts do vſe :and who ſo 
euer doperuſe and well conſider bis wozkes,be ſhall finde 
that althougy bis lines are not alwayes of one ſelfe ſame 
number of Sellables, yet beyng redde by one that bath 
vnderſtanding, the longelt verſe and that which hath moſt 
Sellables in it, will fall (to the eare) cozreſpondent vato 
that wyiche hath feweſt ſillables in it: and like wiſe; that 
w iche bath in it fewelt ſyllables, (halbe founde pet to 
conũſt of woꝛdes that haue ſuche naturall ſounde, as may 
læ ne equall inlength to a verſe which bath many moe ſil- 
la ales of lighter acceates. And ſurely J can lament that 
we ace fallen into ſuche a playne and ſimple manner of 
w;2ting,that there is none other fate vſedbat one; wher- 
by our Baemes may iuſtlp be called Rithmes, and can- 
not by aayright challenge the name ofa Werſe. But ſince 
it is lo, let vs take the foz0e as we finde it. andlette me ſet 
downe vnto you ſuche rules 92 pzecepts that euen in this 
plapne fte of twa ſyllables you wzeſte no wozde from 
bis natural and vſuall ſounde, J do not meane hereby that 
vou may vſe none other wozdes but of two ſillables, foz 
therein you may vle diſcretion acco2ding to occaſion of 
matter : but my meaning is, that all the woꝛdes in your 
verſe be ſa placed as the firſt ſillable may ſound ſhozt oz bs 
dep2eſſed, the ſecond long oz eleuate, the third ſhozte, the 
fourth long, the fifth Chozte, xc. Fo2 example of my meas 
ning in this point marke theſe two verſes;

In theſe two verſes there ({@meth no difference at all» 
fince the one hath the very ſeife ſame woꝛdes that the o* 
ther hath,and pet the latter verſe is neyther true no2 plea» 
ſant, « the firſt verſe may paſſe the muſters. The fault of 
the latter verſe is that this woꝛde vnderſtand is therein ſo 
placed as the graue accent falleth vpb der, and therby ma⸗ 
keth der, in this wozde bnderſtandto be eleuated:t hich is 
contrarie to the naturall oz vſual pzongiciation; foz we ſay 

i ba/ «attic | 
vnderſtand, and not vnderſtand. 

Bere by the way Jthinke it not amiſſe to fozewarne 
you that you thauT as few wozdesof manp ſillables into 
your verſe as may be :andhcrevnto 3 might alledge ma⸗ 
ny reaſons : firſt the moſt auncient Engliſh woꝛdes are of 
one ſillable, ſo that the moze monaſyllablcs that you vſe, 
the truer Engliſhman you ſhall ſæme, and the leſſe you 
ſhall ſmell of the Ankeboꝛne. Alſo woꝛdes of many ſylla⸗ 
bles do cloys a verſe and make it vnpleaſant, whereas 
wozdes of one ſyllable will mpze eaſily fall to be ſhozte oz 
long as occaſion requireth,o2 wilbe adapted to become tir⸗ 
enmflexe oz of an indifferent ſounde. 

6 AJ woulderhozte you alſo: to beware of rime withont 
reaſon; my meaning is kereby that pour rime lcade you 
not from pour firſte Jnnention, foz many wzytcrs when 
they haue layed the platfozme of their inuention, are yet 
dzawen fometimes(by ryme)to fo2get if 02 at leaſt to alter 
it, as when they cannot readily finde out a wozde whiche 
maye rime to the firſt (and pet continue the ir determinate 
Inuention)they do then epther botche'it vp with a woꝛds 
that will ryme (howe (mall reaſon ſoener it carte with it)

7 Tobely roua ſittie with ryme (which is alls a plains

F pong ſchollers leſſon) woꝛke thus, whe you haue let down 
your firſt verſe, take the laſt wozde thereof and coumpt o⸗ 
uer all the woꝛdes of tbe ſelfe ſame ſounde by oꝛder of the 
Alphabete : As fo: example, the laſte wozde of pour firſts 
line is care, to ryme ther with you haue bare, clare, dare, fare, 
gare, hare, and ſhare,mare,ſnare,rare,ſtare,q4 ware, &c. Df all 
theſe take that which beſt mayſerue pour purpoſe,carptng 
reaſon with time: and if none of them will ſerue ſo then 
alter the laſte woꝛde of your fozmer verle, but yet da not 
willingly alter the meanyng of pour Jnaention. , 
8 Nou may vſe the ſame Figures oz Tropesin verſe 
which are vſso in pꝛoſe, and in my indgement they lerue 
mozeaptly,and haue greater grace in verſe than they haue 
in pꝛoſe:but yet therein remembꝛe this old adage, Ne oi 
nimis, as many wꝛyters whichdo not know the bie of any 
other figure than that whiche is expzeſſed in repeticton of 
ſundzic woꝛdes beginning all with one letter, the whiche 
(beyng modeſtly vſed) lendeth god grace to a verſe : but 
tdey do ſo hunte a letter to deatb,that they make it Crambe, 
aud Crambe bis poſitum mors eſt: therfs2e Ne quid nims. 

9 Alſo aſmache as may be, eſchew ſtraunge wozds, 93 
0)/oleta & inuſitata, vnleſſe the Theame do giue iuſt occalib; 
marie in ſome places a ſtraunge woꝛde doth dzawe atten- 
tiue reading, but yet J woulde haue you therein to dſe diſ⸗ 
cretion | 


10 Andaſmuchas you map, frame your ile toperſpi- 
cuity and to be ſenſible: foz the bangbty obſcure verſe doth 
not much delight. and the verſe that is to eaſte is like a tale 
ol a roſted hozſe ; but let your Poeme be ſuch as may both 
delight and dzaw attentine reabyng,and therewithal may 
deliuer ſuch matter as be wozth the marking. 

1 Pou ſhall do very well to vſe pour verſe affer then 
gliſhe phꝛaſe, and not after the maner of other languages: 
Tye Latinifts docommbdly let the adiectine after the Dub- 
ſtantiue : As fo2 example Femina pul:bra,etes alte, . but if 
we ſhould ſaꝝ in Tngliſh a woman fayze, a youſe mo” 
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tt would haue but (mall grace: fo2 we ſay a god man, and 
not a man god, tc. And pet J will not altogether fo2bidds 
it vou, foꝛ ia ſome places, it map be bozne, but not ſo hard⸗ 
ly as ſome vſe it which wzyte thus: 

Now let vs goto Temple ours, 

I will go viſu mother myne &c. 

Surely j ſmile at the ſimplicitie of ſuch deniſers which 
might aſwell haue ſayde it in playne Tagliſhe phꝛaſe, and 
pet haue better pleaſed all eares; than they ſatiſſie their 
owne fancies by ſuche ſuperſineſſe. Mherefoze euen as A 
haue aduiſed pou to place all woꝛdes in their naturall oz 
molt common and vſuall pzonunciation,ſo would 3 wiſbe 
pou to frame all ſentences in their mother pbzaſe and pꝛo⸗ 
per 1dioma,and pet ſometimes (as à baue ſayd befoze)the 
contrarie may be bozne, but that is rather where rime ens 
fozceth,oz per licentiam Poẽticam, than it is otherwiſe lawfull 
oʒ commendable. 

12 This poeticall licence is a ſhzewde fellow, and co⸗ 
uereth many faults ina verſe, it maketh woꝛdes longer, 
thozter,of mo ſillables, ot fewer, newer, older, truer, fal- 
ſer, and to conclude it turkeneth all things at pleaſure, foz 
example,ydone foz done, adowne fog downe, orecome fog 
Guercome, tane ſo taken, power foꝝ powre, heauen fog heavn, 
thewes fo2 god partes oz god qualities, anda numbꝛe of 
other whiche were but tedious and needeleſſe to rehearſe, 
ſince your owne iudgement and readpng will ſone make 
you eſpie ſuch aduauntages, 

13 There are alſo certayne pauſes 02 reſtes in a verſe 
whiche map be called Ceaſures ,whereof I woulde be lothe 
to ſtande long, ſince it is at diſcretion of the w2yter, and 
they haue bene firſt demſed as ſhould ſemt) by toe Muſi⸗ 
cians : but pet thus much J will aduenture to wzpte, that 
in mine opinion in a verſe of eight ſiſlables, the pauſe will 
ſtand beſt in the middeſt in a verſe of tenne it will beſt be 
placed at the ende of the fir!t foure ſillables: in a verſe of 
tw:lue, in the midſt, in verics ot welue, in the firſte and 

U.. fouretene 
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ſouretene in the ſeconde, wis place the panſe commonly 
in the midſt of the firſt, and at the ende of the firſt eight ils 
lables in the ſecond, In Rithme ropall, it is at the wayters 
diſcretion, and fozceth not where the pauſe be vntill the

14 And here bycauſe J haue named Rithme royall,J 
vill tell you alſo mine opinion aſwell of that as of the 
names which other rymes haue commonly bozne he reto⸗ 
koꝛe. Nythme ropall is a verſe of tenne fGllables, and ſe⸗ 
uen ſuch verſes make a ſtaff, whereof the firſt and thirde 
tines doaunſwer(acrofſe)in like terminations and rune, 
the let ond, fourth, and fifth,do like wiſe anſwere eche other 
in terminations, and the two laſt do combine and ſhut vp 
the Sententt:this hath bene called Ritbme ropall, g ſure⸗ 
ly it is a ropall kinde of verſe, ſeruing beſt fo2 graue diſ- 
courſes. There is alſo another kinde called Ballade, and 
th:reof are ſundꝛie ſoztes ;fo2 a man may w ʒite ballade in 
a ſtaffe of fire lines, every line conterning eighte 02 Gre 
ſillables, whereof the firſte and third, ſecond and fourth do 
rime acroſſe, and the fifth and ſixth do time togither in con⸗ 
cluſion. You may Waite alſo pour ballad of tenne ſillables 
rimyng as befoze is declared, but theſe two were wont to 
be moſt comonly vſed in ballade, which pzopze name was 
(I tbinke)deriued of this wo2de in Jfalian / are, wbiche 
ſtanifieth to daunce. And in deed thoſe kinds of rimes ſerus 
beſte foz daunces oz light matters, Thea haue you alſo a 
rondle tte, the which doth alwayes end with one ſelfſame 
fote oz repeticion,and was thercof (in my tudgement)cal- 
led a rondelet. This may conſiſt of ſuch meaſure as be ſt li⸗ 
keth tte wꝛyter, then haue ou @onnets, ſome thinke that 
all Poemes (being ſhozt)may be called Sonets, as in derde 
it is a diminutiue woꝛde deriued of Sonare, but pet Jcan 
beſte allowe to call thoſe Sonets whiche are offouretene 
Iynes, euery line contepning tenne (pllables, The fir ſte 
twelue do ryme in faues of foure lines by croſſe metre, 
and the laſt two ryming togither do conclude the —— 
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There are Dyzapnes, t Syraines which are of ten lines, 
and of ſire lines,comonly vſed by the French, which ſome 
Engliſh w2iters do alſo terme by the name of Sonettes. 
Then is there an old kinde of Rithme called Uerlayes,de- 
riued(as J haue redde) of this wozde Verd whiche betoke- 
neth Greene,and Laye which betokeneth a Song, as if you 
would ſaygrene Donges : but J muſte tell ycu by the 
way, that Jnener redde any verſe which J ſaw by aucho- 
ritie called Verlay,but one,and that was a long diſcourſe in 
verſes of tenne ſillables, wherecf the foure firſt divryme 
acroſſe, and the fifth did aunſwere tothe firſte and thirde, 
bꝛeaking off there, and ſa going on to another termination, 
Df this J could ſhe we example of imitation in mine own 
verſes wꝛitten to 5 right honozable þ Lozd Grey of VVil- 
ton vpon my iournepinto Holland, gc. There are alſo ter⸗ 
taine Poemes deuiſed of tenne ſyllables, whereof the firſt 
aunſwereth in termination with the fourth, and the ſecond 
and thirde anſwere eche other: theſe are moze vſed by o⸗ 
ther nations than by vs, neyther can à teil readily what 
name to giue them. And the comoneſt ſo2t of verſe which 
we vſe now adayes(viz. the long verſe of twelue and fours 
tene ſillables) A know not certainly howe to name it, vn⸗ 
leſſe J ſhould ſay that it doth conſiſt of Poulters meaſure, 
which gineth.ry.fo2 one doze and ritij.foz another. But let 
this ſuffiſe (if it be not to much) foz the ſundzie ſoztes of 

berſes which we vſe now adayes, | 
15 In all theſe ſoztes of verſes when ſoeuer you vnder⸗ 
take to wꝛite, auopde pꝛolixitie and tediouſneſſe, t ener as 
neare as vou can, do finiſh the ſentence and meaning at the 
end of eue ry ſtatfe where you wzigbt ſtaues, t at the end 
of cuery two lines where you wꝛite by coples oꝛ poulters 
meaſure:fo2J fe many wꝛiters which dꝛaw their ſentẽces 
in length, e make an ende at latter Lammas: foz comonty 
befoze they end, the Reader hath fozgotte where he begon. 
But do vou (if tou wil follow my aduiſe) eſchue pꝛalixitie 
andknit vp rour ſentences as compendicyſly as you may,

nce bꝛeuitie (fo that it be not dzowned in obſcuritie) is 
moſt commendable, © 
16 J had fo2go!ten a notable kinde of ryme, called ry⸗ 
ding rime, and that is ſuche as our-Bayſter and Father 
Chaucer vſod in his Canterburie tales, and in diuers other 
delectable and light enterp2iſes; but though it come to my 
remembꝛante ſomewhat out of oꝛ der, it (hall not pet come 
altogether out ol time, foz J will nowe tell vou a conceipt 
wbiche J had befoze foꝛgotten to w2yte : you may {x (by 
the way) that J holde a pzepoſtcrous oꝛder in my traditi⸗ 
ons, but as Jſayde befoze J wzyte moued by god wil, and 
not to ſhewe my ſkill. Then to returne to mp matter, as 
this riding rime ſeraeth moſt aptlyto wzyte a merie tale, 
ſo Rythme ropall is fitteſt to a graue diſcourſe, Ballades 
are beſte of matters of loue, and rondlettes moſte apt foz 
tbe beating oz bandlyng of an adage o2 common pꝛouerbe: 
Sonets ſerue aſwell in matters of loue as of diſcourſe: Di- 
zaymes and Dirames fo2 ſhqzte Fantazies: Uerlayes foz 
aneffcuall pꝛopoſition, although by the name you might 
otherwiſe iudge of Werlayes,and the lang verſe of twelue 
andfouretene ſillables,although it be now adayes vſed in 
all — n 
Pſalmes and Himpne 
J woy'de — in theſe traditions, were it nof 
that Jdoubt mine owne ignozaunce,but as J ſayde befoze, 
I know that J waits to my frende, and affying myleile 
therevpon,J male an ende. | 
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
